guidelines concerning awards 
for punitive damages. 
To obtain punitive damages 
or to collect damages without 
proving 
they 
have

harmed, they must show that 
the statement of which they 
complain was made “in the 
knowledge that it was false or 
with reckless disregard of the 
truth.” 
Punitive 
damages 
are 
designed 
to 
punish 
the 
perpetrator 
of 
the 
libel. 
Another form of libel award is 
the presumed damage, ordered 
because 
of 
the 
fact 
of 
publication, without proof it 
did harm. 
The court’s decision wiped 
out a 1971 ruling in which it said 
private persons suing for libel 
damages of any kind needed to 
satisfy the reckless disregard 
test if the allegedly libelous 
statement concerned a matter 
of public interest.

Owners fight bottomland destruction 


STOCKTON, Mo. (AP) - 
“They’re just 
a bunch 
of 
landgrabbers ... they’re not 
going to get it,” said Dean 
Dawes. 
The 35-year-old farmer has 
lived nearly all his life on a hill 
overlooking the Sac River in 
southwest Missouri and the 
“it” he was talking about is a 
120-acre bottomland field which 
he owns, rents and tills. 
T he 
A rm y ’s 
d istrict 
engineer in Kansas City has 
forwarded up the chain of 


command a recommendation 
that the government buy 2,500 
acres or more along 16 miles of 
the river below Stockton Dam. 
The turbine in the dam is 
designed to generate up to 
alm ost 
52,000 
kilowatts 
of 
electricity, spewing out water 
at up to 11,000 cubic feet per 
second. But when they first 
tried it in November of 1972, 
the Army Engineers discovered 
that the bankfull Sac can carry 
off only about 5,100 cubic feet a 
second, and that only in short 
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bursts of six to eight hours a 
day. 
Ever since that first trial 
run wrought havoc along the 16 
miles to Caplinger Mills, Mo., 
and indicated there would be 
more trouble for another five 
miles down the river, many of 
the 
landowners 
have 
been 
fighting 
the 
engineers with 
recriminations. 
Clark I. Montgomery said 
the notification of the decision 
to buy up the bottomland was 
typical. 
Montgomery didn’t get one 
of the 68 letters addressed to 
landowners 
by 
Col. 
W.R. 
Needham, the district engineer 
in 
Kansas City. 
He owns, 


manages or rents out about 
2,500 acres for members of his 
family, so his father got one — 
with the wrong initials. The 
post office people in Stockton, 
official 
population 
1,063, 
recognized 
Montogmery’s 
relationship with some of the 
other 
addresses, 
and 
he 
forwarded them to such places 
as Aurora, Mo., and Vinita, 
Okla. 
Montgomery, his wife and a 
couple from St. 
Louis who 
are long-time friends, took a 
sixhour float trip down the Sac 
on Sunday from a highway 
bridge just below the dam to 
another about half way to 
Caplinger Mills. 


“There has been a lot more 
erosion, and there are a lot 
more trees in the river since 
last year,” Montgomery said. 
“I’m no engineer, but it looks 
to me like they could come in 
there with a drag line and in 
very little time straighten it out 
and open it up so it could 
handle the water. ” 
Enlarging the channel was 
one of the options rejected by 
Col. Needham when he decided 
to 
recom m end 
that 
the 
g o v e r n m e n t 
b u y 
t he 
bottomland. He figured the 
cost at over $5.7 million and 
expressed a doubt that the 
environmentalists 
stand for it.

The 
estimated

buying the land, figuring an 
average of $600 an acre on other 
expenses, is estimated

$2,925,000 between the dam and 
Caplinger Mills. 
Col. Needham said he had 
carefully considered

complaints of the landowners.

As in Montgomery’s 
case, the land records at the 
Cedar County courthouse in 
Stockton haven’t caught up 
with the fact that Dean bought 
the 185-acre farm from his 
father. 
About 40 of those acres, 
along with 80 rented from 
Montgomery, make up what 
has become known as Keith’s 
Island. 
“My dad farmed that land 
for 23 straight years until his 
health got bad,” Dawes said. 
“The rest of our farm is mostly 
hilly. That bottom field has 
always provided the feed for 
the livestock and the cash 
crop.”

father never had a complete 
crop 
failure 
because

flooding. He was able to save 
some of his corn or get in and 
sow a late crop or use it for 
pasture.

able to get to Keith’s Island. 
“ I filed just a little claim 
for $4,000 in crop loss,” he said. 
“The only thing I’ve ever heard 
from it was a one-paragraph 
letter 5Vfe weeks later saying 
they’d forwarded it to some 
place in Maryland.” 
Much of the time since the 
first burst of outrage from the 
landowners, the engineers have 
held the water discharge to 
around the 5,100 cubic feet per 
second which the Sac can 
handle in six-hour bursts. 
Heavy rains in the spring of 
1973 and the growing demand 
for power resulted in more 
flooding. 
L ast 
fall, 
when 
the 
discharges were limited to six 
hours a day and five days a 
week, Dean Dawes planted a 
wheat crop on Keith’s Island. 
A week ago Saturday, the 
wheat wasn’t quite ready and 
Dean’s father-in-law was using 
his combine in his own fields. 
The wheat was ready after the 
weekend, but the water was up 
again and the combine still 
wasn’t available. 
“Last Saturday we went in 
and got the wheat out,” Dawes 
reported. “It ran 28 to 29 
bushels to the acre and will 
figure out to about $8,000.” 
While the water was down 
for the weekend, Dean moved 
two tractors, two plows and a 
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disc harrow onto the island. 
He planned to put in a milo 
crop this week, hauling a boat 
across 
to 
the island 
each 
morning when the river was 
down so he could get back 
home in the evening when the 
daily discharge from the dam 
still was flowing high. 
But 
Dean 
Dawes spent 
Sunday night getting the two 
tractors, the two plows and the 
disc harrow back from Keith’s 
Island. 
An 
acquaintance 
who 
w orks 
for 
the 
Corps 
of 
Engineers tipped him that at 7 
a.m. Monday morning the dam 
would start disgorging its 5,100 
cubic feet per second for 16 
hours a day for about two 
weeks. The water would never 
recede endugh for him to get 
too and from the island, and he 
figured two more we,eks would 
be too late to plant milo: 
“They really didn’t warn 
anybody,” Dawes said, “but 
the fellows at the power plant 
are very cooperative. They got 
the word from Kansas City on 
Friday.” 
The orders were to run the 
water 16 hours a day until the 
25,000-acre lake on the north 
fringe of the Ozarks has been 
lowered about 3.6 feet to its 
normal power-pool level. 
Dawes said the reason he 
heard is that the higher level 
was flooding and washing out 
the road loops through one or 
two camp grounds in the lake’s 
public use areas. 
Dawes thinks the engineers 
ought 
to 
re-design 
the 
generator 
so 
it 
can 
run 
effectively without discharging 
so much water. 
“They haven’t got enough 
water in that lake to keep it 
running at 8,000 cubic feet a 
second or 11,000 cubic feet a 
««cond for more than 35 or 40 
days a year,” he said. 
After reading the letter, 
Dawes still could not bring 
himself to believe that the 
engineers would want to buy 
2,500 acres and that it almost 
certainly would include all of 
Keith’s Island. 
At a public meeting with 
Col. Needham in Stockton on 
April 1, Dawes saw a rough 
map which he interpreted as 
indicating 
the 
government 
might want to buy all but 75 of 
his 185 acres, leaving him the 
farmstead and only marginally 
productive acres. 
“There’s not another place 
in the country I’d trade that 
bottomland for,” he said. 
“It will wipe out all the 
farm ers 
who

bottomland. I feel pretty sick.”

WASHINGTON, D. C. - 
The growing probability and 
now the reality of shortages in 
the mid seventies, resulting in 
high prices for food, fuel, fiber 
and metals, has been a concern 
to me since long before the 
troubles of the past months 
faced the consuming public. 
As long ago as 1950, at my 
su g g estio n 
when

Board,

Truman 
appointed 
t h e 
M a t e r i a l s 
P o l i c y 
Commission 
to

our 
national sources of minerals, 
metals

In its final report in 1952,

commission, chaired by 
William Paley, recommended 
that the government establish a 
top level federal agency to 
keep track of our raw materials 
and coordinate national policy 
to maintain adequate supplies. 
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U n fo rtu n a te ly , 
attempts to 
establish such an agency were 
never 
adequately 
supported 
and 
information needed for 
more realistic natural resource 
development and trade policies 
h a s 
b e c o m e 
sca ttered 
th ro u g h o u t 
th e 
fed eral 
bureaucracy into more than 50 
different agencies. 
Now, after almost 25 years 
of 
haphazard federal policy 
toward developing information 
and plans to anticipate and 
deal with fluctuating prices and 
shortages, the Senate has taken 
a positive step that could result 
in more constructive planning 
and action. It has approved and 
sen t 
to 
th e 
House 
of 
Representatives a bill, S. 3523, 
to 
esta b lish

commission to raise warning 
flags 
w henever 
shortages 
appear likely to develop and to 
recommend steps to deal with

problems 
before

cause great hardship. 
The lack of coordination on 
information and planning for 
adequate 
supplies

affects everyone in Missouri 
and across the nation, whether 
he lives in an urban or rural 
area. 
As example, the proposed 
commission on supplies and

could 
recommend 
steps to help avoid the uneven

This has disrupted longstanding

States needs to earn the money 
to pay for our imports. 
Blessed as we are with the

nations. Wiser production and

with some planting delays, 
caused by excessive moisture 
conditions,

generally 
tended to reduce the earlier 
prospects for bumper crops 
of spring-sown grains in the 
affected areas.” 
The report, however, said 
wheat production this year 
will be larger than previously

in some regions, 
including the Middle East, 
North Africa and parts of 
Europe.

level corn, oats, barley and

although the court set strict 
guidelines concerning awards 
for punitive damages. 
To obtain punitive damages

the statem ent of which they 
complain was made “ in the 
knowledge that it was false or 
with reckless disregard of the 
tru th .”

libel. 
A nother form of libel award is 
the presumed damage, ordered 
b e cau se 
o f

The court’s decision wiped 
out a 1971 ruling in which it said 
private persons suing for libel 
damages of any kind needed to 
satisfy the reckless disregard 
test if the allegedly libelous 
statem ent concerned a m atter 
of public interest. 
It came in a case involving 
Chicago lawyer Elmer Gertz, 
who was called n “Communist 
fronter” by the John Birch 
Society’s 
American 
Opinion 
magazine after he represented 
the family of a youth shot by a 
Chicago policeman. 
Gertz won a $50,000 libel 
judgm ent 
from 
a 
jury, 
a 
judgm ent overturned by the 
U.S. Circuit Court in Chicago. 
The Suprem e Court sent the 
case back to the lower court 
for a new trial. 
Justices William O. Douglas 
and

J. 
Brennan 
dissented on grounds that it 


infringes on freedom of the 
press. 
Chief

White 
attacked the m ajority 
from the opposite direction. 
White 
said 
the 
decision 
“ goes far towards eviscerating

effectiveness

would “ leave the people at the 
complete mercy of the press.” 
Burger, noting that the case 
decided involved a lawyer who 
was criticized because of his 
involvement in a controversial 
legal proceeding, said:

would be gravely jeopardized if 
every 
lawyer who 
takes an 
u n p o p u l a r 
case, 
civil 
or 
criminal, would autom atically

example, describe the lawyer as

m o u t h p i e c e ’

The case was the latest in a 
series of major libel decisions 
in which the court established 
the reckless disregard test but 
limited it to public officials. 
Before, people bringing libel 
suits needed only to prove that 
the publisher or broadcaster 
had not taken reasonable care 
to see that the material was 
accurate.
